President, and members of the Fe- 
nian Brotherhood : | 
LADIES AND GENTLEMEN : 

To the thoughtful American citizen, 
the contemplation of this scene and oth- 
ers of a similar character, cannot fail to 
be impressive, saddening, and suggestive. 
St. Patrick’s Day! All over this broad 
land of liberty, to-day, the sons of Ire- 
land gather with martial music, with beat 
of drum and shriek of fife, with garlands 
and evergreens,in gay procession and with 
flaunting banner, to speak words of good 
cheer, and, with tear-stained cheek, re- 
hearse the sad story of their country’s 
Wrengs.. 

Not alone indicative of devotional een- 
timent is the fact, that the birth-day of 
St. Patrick, the holy man of the Church, 
is selected from all the calendar, as the 
day .of Ireland’s jubilee. While it re- 
minds us ef the good deeds and pious 
teachings of him, who, in the fifth centu- 
ry, went forth on his mission of love to 
the fair Emerald Isle, seeking to win the 
rude barbarians within the pale of the 
Mother Church and point the way to 
God, it teaches another—mayhap to the 
true Irishman, a deeper lesson.

the. scene of earth’s worst oppressions, 
and his fathers not slaves indeed—but 
downtrodden and fettered bondsmen. It 
is not strange that amid the blessings 
which this day go up to Ireland's Patron 
Samt, from millions of Ireland’s sons 
and daughters, scattered by persecu ion 
throughout the world, should be mingled 
eurses against England’s tyranny ; curses, 
at home, not loud but deep, and here in 
this fuir land, and wherever Liberty rears 
her head, shaking the shackles from the 
bondsman and loosing the tongue of hon- 
est indignation at oppression and wrong,

They are answered by the smoth: red 
prayers, which this day ascend to Hea- 
ven from every hamlet ard cot on Ire- 
land’s green sod! Those questions, how 
they startle the slow-moving Briton from 
hisslumber! How they come unbidden to 
his blanched and blanching lips! How 
like the very ghest of the murdered Ban- 
quo, they uprise before him, and will not 
down at his bidding. 

I would but weary you, and but re- 
peat the oft told tale, were I to rehearse 
the bitter wrongs done to Ireland by the 
haughty and supercillious Government of 
Britain. Should I but speak of the 
eruelties of the most persistent and in- 
tolerable of despotisms; of the long list 
of erimes, where “ horror on horror ac- 
cumulates ;” of the persecutions which 
have ever Been Ireland’s bane and ever 
will be Britain’s shame, I should but re- 
peat the old familmr tale which every 
Irishman but knows too well, and be 
asking him to sip onée more the cup, 
which he in his youth, and his ancesters 
from generation to generation, have 
drained to the bitter, bitter dregs. 
Should I remind you that even as late as 
the 16th century, during the reign of 
Elizabeth, your countrymen were not 

rmitted to print the Lible and Prayer 

ook in thé native dialect, I should but 
mention one of the many, many acts of 
tyranny of England to your native land. 
Should I come down a step in Irish his- 
tory and rehearse the cruelties of Gov- 
ernment during the Rebellion of 1649—a 
rebellion inaugurated by Sir Phelin O’- 


Neil and basely betrayed by Owen ©’Con- 
nelly. what would it be but the same | 


sad story, which each century, almvat 
each decade has placed on the his'oric 
page. Were I to tell of the heroism dis- 
played at Londonderry and Inniskillen 
at Limerick and the hill of Aughrim, I 
would but cull a tithe of the tribute 
which history pays to the courage, the 
fortitude, the zeal and alas! to the sor- 
rows of a stricken land, and but awaken 
the saddest thoughts. 

By treachery, duplicity, bribery, and 
the haser arts rather than by skill in war 
or heroism on the battle field has Fug- 
land ever crushed out rebellion in Ire- 
land, kept her iron heel firm planted on 
Treland’s neck, and by petty persecution 
and unintermitting tyranny sought to 
crush out the energy, repress the ardor 
and break the spirit of as gallant, as 
brave, as liberty loving a race as ever 
trod God’s green earth. Nor need I 
dwell on the sad story, the culmination 
ef treachery and wrong, wrought by 
British gold in the ill-starred Union of 
1800. Frem January Ist, 1801, Ireland 
as a natien, as a government with tradi- 
tions of the past and bright hopes of the 
future, ceased to exist and her green 
banner drooped in sadness and shame be- 
fore the flaunting Cross of St. George.

Its aweet tones will yet ring out struck 
by a new born nation 8 hand, in the joy 
of freedom and jubilee. Yet not till 


have sounded through the land, and the 
thunder of cannon mingled with a na- 
tions snout shal! proclaim “Ireland, the 
Gem of the Ocean, ia free from Britain's 

It remains for her true hearted, chiv- 
alric Sons to say whether ehe shall be 
redeemed; whether she shall awake 
from the slumber; whether the unholy 
Union shall be severed and Ireland 
stand forth among the nations of the 
Earth disentbralled, redeemed, and vin- 
dicated !
